Tacoma, Nov. 34. — It remains cloudy 
and Mount Raniur or Monut Tacoma 
can Bot bw itceii Professor P. B. Vaii- 
tromp of Yelm pra<rie, 80 mUes north 
of;, the Northern PaciAo taU>oad« where 
a splendid view of the mountain eould 
be obtained, writes The Led^jer to the 
effect that mist rising from the moan- 
tarn have probably boon mlstakon for 
smoke. 

The professor says: "Persons famil- 
iar with mountain plisnomena, espe- 
cially those pertaining to this great 
mountain, know that clouds or masses 
of mists often form very rapidly on the 
mountain side or near its base, which 
sometimes suddenly elongate into 
streamers or oolnmns and shoot rapidly 
up the monntidn in the ravines or de- 

greasious between its rooky ribs and rise 
igh above the peaks. Seen from the 
otMr side of tno peak this ascending 
eolnmn of mist (of a dark or blaok hu? 
when seen in a certain light) looks <>x 
aotly like smoke issuing from the snm 
mit of the peak. 

"Such phenomena is sometimea aeen 
in connection with the north peak. 
Again the weather caps which are 
thrown off from tho middle peak, some- 
tlmos • half dosen in rapid sacoeMlon, 
look very mnoh sometimes like pnffs of 
smoke. These caps are simply cou 
dented mist, air or steam trom the 
•ratora and almost invariably precede a 
storm or ohanga in the weauiM.

The gain is slow, and iu soma db«ctioiis 
not very distinct, bat the signs of it are 
alittla more deflnite than hut week 
Tha most important of, them is larger 
employment of labor, answnring a bet 
tor demand en the whole for mannf ae 
tured products. Much of this is due to 
the unnatural delay of orden for the 
wintar, which residtod from prolonged 
unoortainty, but it means actual increase 
in earnings and purchasing power of 
the millions, and so glTes promise of a 
larger demand in the future. Prices of 
farm prodnetsia the aggregate do nut 
improve, but the prevauiag hopcfuln(;ss 
is felt in somewhat larger trauaactions 

The wheat market naa lost this we* k 
the cent it gained last week, when re 
ceipts being larger, and Atlantic re' 
porta are alao larger, 676,771 bushela 
againat 701,026 last year, but these are 
of small aoootmt compared with the 
great visible supply. Foreign reports 
this week have bien rather more prom 
isinr, though the fact remains that the 
world's crop outside the Uuitud States 
ia probably the largest ever grown. 

Corn has declined oue half cent, vr- 
ceipts having niueh im re!\,sed. 

'The foreign demand for cotton eon 
tinues largo, exports being OO.WMl hales 
larger than for thu same week Inst ye.i 
but receipts also coutinae gioate;- i ian 
a year ago, aud for three mouths wi^l 
closely approximate those of the 
three months when the yield was over 
u,<x)0,000 balsa. Bat tha price rose on 

eighth. 

Textile industries have added a few 
factories to the working list, agaiiint 
only one or two withdrawn, aud ther

last year. iSiuce August the sales hav 
been r<: per cent more tiian hut year, 
but Si per cent less than in l iM.

C'uaiitries When foweigm Power* Am Kn- 
deavorlac te Show That Japan aas 
••siiiiiibed" tiir I iiiiRd States in the Ba« 

cent r<>av» .Mt-diHtlon. 

Washinuto.v, Nov. 24.— Secretary of 
State Uresham, in behalf of tha United 
States, and Minister Kurino of Japan, 
in behalf of his l ountry, have atlixed 
their signatures to a new treaty of 
amity and oommtirce between this coun- 
try and Japan. It now awats only the 
ratification of tbe two governments. 
Baorotary Oresham will now transmit 
tha new treaty to the United States 
senate as soon as it convenes, |and Mr. 
Kurino will forward it to tho Japanese 
foreign ofKoe to bo approvetl by the Em- 
peror of .Japan and the privy coimcil. 

Couiing at the present time the sign- 
ing of the treaty Is considered of much 
siguiOcanoe beyond its actual terms, as 
it establishes the cordialty between tha 
countries when foreign powers are an- 
deavoriug to show that Japan's rujao* 
tion of the peace mediation waa a 
"snub" to the United Utates. 

To Japan the signatures are of an- 
preme importance, as the country eati- 
matea ita new series of treaties as fuite 
as important as the war it is now eoa- 
ducting. When the Japanese minister 
at London recently concluded the new 
treaty with Great Britain, the £mperor 
of Japan at onoe decorated him with 
the highest orders of the empi|a and ad- 
vanced him to the nobility. 

The chief feature of tltl now treaty is 
in its recognition ef Japan aa a oItH- 
ized country. ProTions treatiea haTO 
assumed that the native courts were so 
primitive and puniahmenta ao brutal 
that it would not be safe to truat Brit- 
iah, American and other foreign oiti- 
zena to uatiTe tribunals, and tha fanrfgn 
consuls wero given extra territortol jur- 
iadictioa in the great treaty ports of 
Japan. This haa long wounded tke 
oride vi the country. Political parties 
haTO diTidod on thia one question, and 
until the war ooourtod it was the ruUng 
issue. 

The new treaty now reooguizes tha 
Japanese courta, and does away with 
tbe ofl'ensive foreigu ouusular courts. 
But, iu order that time may be given 
for the Japanese judicial system to be 
farther perfected, the date when they 
assume their now functions is postponed 
for five years, via: Till Jan. 1, 1899. 
The same provision is iu tbe treaty with 
Great Bricaiu and in those abont to be 
concluded with France, Hwit/.erlaud 
aad other couutrieK, so that the full 
recognition of Japan's ci\ ili/.m lun will 
bo ushered in with the t wont let li on 
tury. 

The restriction of .lapaiicso iujuiigra- 
tioii to tins country is al^u an imiKirtaut 
feature ot the uew treaty, .lapati lia.s 
readily acct.'ded to this because, as she 
claims, her citi/.(;ns are not (lcsir.)iw of 
euugrating in large uuiuht r.^ to Amer- 
ica, and ai.-.o h» cau.^c a .lapan law pro- 
hibits them from emigiatnig ciintrary 
to the Amfricau contract labor and im- 
migrati(Ai laws. 

The trade featui'os of tho treaty are 
said to be framed with a view to de- 
veloping the commerce of both eoau- 
trles. in previous treaties jHjian has 
been restricted to 5 per cent ad valorem 
ou American imports, and tho actual 
collections at the customs houses have 
been about per cent ad viUurem. The 
exact terms of the uew arrangement are 
not known. 

The treaty also gives Americana 
greater property rights in Japan, al- 
lowing them the privilege not hereto- 
fore granted of leasing lands in the in- 
terior of Japan as well as at the treaty 
ports, and allowing all property rights, 
except the right to own laud iu Fee- 
Himple. 

Tbe signing of the treaty concludes a 
labor which has been in progress for 15 
years, through the admmistrationa of 
several Japanese ministers aud it was 
with a special view to closing the long 
aagetianon that Mr. Kuriuo waa taken 
from an important post iu the Japansaa 
foreign oflice aud seut to Washington. ' 

The event also will cause mnoh eom- 
meut in Great Britain, France, Switaer- 
land and other foreign conatrieo, as ttm 
actiaa of the United Statea aCsote atas- 
ilar treaties abroad. Tha* with Oraa* 
Britaia is olpsed, aad Iho aao witii 
Vraaoa aad Switaerlaad ia largaly da* 
pendant on tha dose of the Amttrima 
negotiations.
